DASH AND SUCCUMBS READILY. 

Only One Winning Favorite at Oakland — McCarthy 
Rides Unluckily — Heavy Entries to Stakes 
for Two-Year-Olds.

The comlitions of the 
ra<*e «>nahled Rosel>en to get in at lo7 iMHinds. Tliis 
fact was not ntili/tMl hy the mvm'rs i»f the otlier 
lour. Firestone, llaidiridge. Royal Tourist and 
Clamor, until too late. Ser-atehing lK*ing inuio.ssihle 
under the rules, they wer<‘ compelled to start, hut 
none of them had the remotest id«*a of sticcess.

D. Maher, who now lu*ads the list for the first 
time, is an American, born at Hartfor«l. (’onn. He 
came to Englaml in Septemlier. llMMi. winning on his 
first mount. He won three Derbys ami nearly every 
race of iiniiortance in this country, and in all lias 
< arried off S."*."* ra<*es liere. Ri«h*s for the Hon. G. 
Lambton’s and Blackwell’s stables, but is likely to 
Ik* up on Bayardo for the Derb.v next year. 

F. Wootton is a son of the Epsom trainer, R.

o. Madden, who was Uirn in Germany, w’as intro- 
duceil as a jmkey by R. Marsh, the king’s trainer. 
Herded the list of winning j<K*keys four tinu*s. 
Formerly nnle for A. Taylor’s Manton Stabb*. but is 
now first j(K‘key to Mr. Leop<>ld d<* Rothschild. 

(!. Trigg, formerly apprenti<‘(*d to Mr. ti. Thursby. 
Toile a large numlM r of winners for that gentleman 
and others, and has twice tierforined the feat of 
riding five winners in one afternixm. On the termi- 
nation of his apprenticeship. lM*<*ame asso<*iated with 
Mr. Hibbert’s horses, but now holds a retainer 
as fii*st jocke.v to the iKwerful Manton Stable. 

W. Halsey was formerly a rider and trainer iimler 
National Hunt Rules, and rode Daii when that horse 
was second for the Grand National. During recent 
vears lias confined himself entirely to racing on the 
flat, and has on s«*veral occasions had over lOo win- 
ning mounts.

DESTRUCTION WROUGHT BY HUGHES. 



New York. December 14. — Dtti<‘ial figuri's which 
have been lileil with the state comptroller at Albany 
by Jolin S. Shea, supervisor of racing accounts, 
show just how the Hart-.\gnew anti-betting law 
has a fleeted the turf in the State of New York. 
In D.M>7 the five per i-ent. tax on the receipts of all 
racing assori.itions o|>eratiiig in the slate under the 
•ontrol of (he .bK-key Club amounted to $24«i.4l!9. Id. 
u‘ within $:5.1i7o.S4 of the $25 o,(MMI appropriated b.v 
the legislature last spring for the benefit of tlm 
counly and town fairs. For the season which 
closed last NovernlK*r the tax amounted to $77.- 
4(»d.s4, If the legislature should again appropriate 
.$25o.iKMl for prizes at tln*se fairs, the amount 
iM*«*il<'d from the state treasury would be $17l!..”*.'l5. Id 
The diflerence b«*tween the tax item of last si*ason 
ami that of D.Mi7 is $D‘»S.9(;2.:t2. This reintrt is of 
unusual interc*st to tlu* turf wm'ld, as it shows that 
compared with D.M17 there was a loss in revenues 
to the ditTerent nieiiig ass«K-i:i lions of $;i.:’,:h(.*J4d.49. 
From <*stimates gathered elsewhere it is shown that 
the falling jiff in the value of the purs«*s coni|K*ted 
for was $1.0-7.191. The tax for this year is the 
lowest siiu'e the season of 1SJI7. and it would prob 
ably hav<* been less had it not been for the fact 
that the Hart-Agnew law diil not go into effect until 
•lime 12. 

It was reported r«K(*ntl.v that tlu* racing asso 
I'iations would refuse to t»ay tht* state tax this 
.vear on the ground that the clause in the racing law 
which anthoriz(*«l its colb'ction is unconstitutional. 
Several memlK*rs of the JiK ke.v Club have repeatedly 
assertcil ^hat when the ex<*lusive penalty proviiled 
for in tlu* Devey-Gray law was reimaled b.v tlu 
passage of the Hart--\gnew bill, the tax clausi' 
should have lieen reiualed too. particularl.v in view 
of the s|K‘cial appropriation of $2."iO.90O ordered b.v 
the legislature. .Ml of the racing assiM-iations are 
lKMub*d and if they refus«* to pay the tax for the 
n*cent season it will be up to the bond companies 
to can-.v the matter to 'the liigliest court, it is said 
The Jo<‘kev (’Inh’s attonmys liave maintainetl all along 
that tlu* .$2."i9,ooo approiu'iatlon is uiuanistitutlonal. so 
that it bulks as if there would he a hig legal tiglit 
in relation to this partienlar point. If. as a r<*snlt 
of su<‘h a fight, the $’250.9Pfi approjiriatlon should 
Imi diK'lared illegal, tlu* race track law.vers say that 
tlu* fairs would lie wipeil <iut of existence.
